free-for-all fights. No one was re- 
ported killed. 
Forty thousand construction and 


metal 
workers walked out this 


morning in protest against "police 
brutality" in breaking up a major 
riot yesterday. 
Newspaper lanotypers and press- 


men struck in sympathy and there 
will be no papers today or tomor- 
row. 
All public service workers 


joined the strike. Five thousand 
university students reinforced the 
rioters.

Food Stalls Overturned. 


Food stalls in the central market 


were overturned and their produce 
ruined when the venders hesitated 
to throw in their lot with the 


" strikers. Labor organizers were at- 


tempting to force the bakers to 
quit, but so far there was no bread 
shortage. 


All this started two days ago 


when a building collapsed 
and 


killed four construction workers. At 
the funeral services yesterday .what 
started out to be a peaceful pro- 
test against the erection of flimsy 
buildings which endangered 
the 


lives of workmen turned into a riot

major proportions in which 
three persons were killed and 
about 
seventy-five wounded or 


otherwise injured.

Chairman Legge and his associates have sunk MO- 


000,000 of public funds in the ill fated venture so fan 
That sum represents the net loss on the wheat which 
the board has purchased at the pegged price of $1.18 
a bushel and what it would now bring on the market. 
Practically all of its purchases were made months ago 
while wheat was around $1 a bushel and not at its 
present level. 
. 
,. 
It is unnecessary to say the country was dubious, of 


Mr Hoover's stabilization program from the start. 
Those who advocated the equalization fee plan em- 
bodied in the McNary-Haugen legislation, and those 
who favored a debenture bill were no -less skeptical 
than those who insisted it was uneconomic and ad- 
surd to attempt to legislate value into farm products. 
In short, from the beginning the Hoover board had 
the antagonism of both McNary-Haugemtes and those 
who wanted the government to keep its fingers out 
of the business of farming. So there will be relatively 
iittle disappointment and few regrets -over the an- 
nouncement Chairman Legge and his colleagues have 
decided to give it up as a bad job. 


The nation will have gotten off cheaply. 
The law which created the Hopver farm board pro- 


vided an appropriation up to $500,000,000 yearly to 
carry out its objectives. Actually congress had placed 
'an initial sum of" $150,000,000 at the disposal of the 
board. Now after more than a year, with the net re- 
sult of its labors to slash ttie price of wheat in two, 
less than half the sum which the board might have 
spent has been wasted. That is the sole outstanding 
achievement to its credit It could have dissipated 
more than twice as much money as it did. Philoso- 
phically we might concede the experiment has been 
worth the price. It has been .demonstrated beyond 
question that experiments oi the character undertak- 
en under the Hoover program are -worthless in at- 
tempting a real solution of the farm problem. It may 
save us from a folly far more expensive and disas- 
trous in the final consequences. What has happened 
under the Hoover program merely corroborates the 
results of the efforts of Great Britain and Brazil to 
bolster the prices of rubber and coffee. They rigged 
up different machinery with the same outcome. In 
Brazil it overthrew a government while Great Brit- 
ain lost the monopoly which It had had on crude 
rubber. What is a paltry 860,000,000 to complete dis- 
ruption and ruin of the farming industry in America? 


At the time the Hoover farm board was created the 


Nebraska farmer -was getting $1.10 a bushel for his 
wheat. Today he is receiving from 55 to 60 cents a 
bushel. Whether the drastic'drop which has taken 
place may be attributed completely to the economic 
conditions throughout the world cannot be determined. 
There are many competent authorities who insist the 
farm board's program slashed the price of wheat 
deeper than would have happened otherwise. Certain- 
ly it has not aided in any . degree in 
maintaining 


prices. 
, 


Tftcrc is the alarming suggestion that the next 


congress will see a renewed fight to obtain legislation 
along the line of the McNary-Haugen bill, or failing 
in this the debenture plan. Of the two the latter is 
less dangerous. But it is to be believed the farmer 
himself would prefer to be left alone by his political 
friends. He has taken a hard bump and the solici- 
tous efforts on his behalf have only added to his 
troubles. He has full faith and confidence in his 
own ability to solve his problems, but his chancesvafe 
lessened with the government messing in his affairs. 


The president has interpreted the .recent election 


returns correctly if he views it as a mandate to dis- 
continue his farm board's stabilization plan. The 
fanner will pay the $60.000.000 and many times that 
in reduced values of products if the members of the 
board will close their brief cases and go home.

sation.

"The only way to a right use of leisure," he writes.- 
is through' that kind of purposeful work growing out 
of the naturally stimulated initiative and interest of 
•outh Ahat will make work and leisure one. 
"The race has grown passive arid receptive," de- 


clares Mr. Dorey, "not active and productive. Ma- 
chines do our work and mechanical devices furnish, 
our culture. We no longer take any personal joy in. 
doing individual creative work. We are now possessed - 
of the notion that comforts are not comforts if we 
lave to provide them' for ourselves and amusements 
are not amusements unless some one else furnishes 
;hem." 


It is a bleak picture which Mr. Dorey paints as he 


traces, the abandonment of creative practices in in- 
dustry as machines gain naw fields. He conies to the 
conclusion that "this alleged leisure time which is 
causing such grave concern is.also likely to become 
absorbed in fruitless activities which neither amuse 
nor recuperate. And in the melee, the remnant of 
the souls we possess will quite vanish." 


While Mr. Dorey may be unduly pessimistic in his 


outlook, he has certainly sounded.the warning note- 
along sound lines. Much of current unrest and dis- 
satisfaction is unquestionably due co loss of oppor- 
tunity for'individual initiative through mecbaniza- 
of industry. Much receptive amusement has replaced 
the productive amusement that once characterized 
this nation. 


But there are hundreds of thousands of persons in 


this country who are not satisfied merely to receive. 
They are the nucleus of the hope for a renewed out- 
pouring of constructive effort in leisure time. In the 
capacity of the American people to develop whole- 
some, constructive uses of leisure to supplement the 
mechanized aids to leisure which are so abundant, 
lies the salvation of' the glory which is the human 
spirit—curious, never-satisfied, intelligntly seeking 
forward.
